Fot a time there was much confusion on 
the Egypt but no panic occurred. The 
National company chartered a tug at 
Dover to meet the Manhattan and snpub 
her with provisions. .She started at 6 
o'clock tbit evening with a full supply 
of provisions and other nccc&sarics for 
Ibc rescued pciple.
